up by the media and a small 
group of individuals claiming 
to be ‘nationalists’ but in fact 
working for or with the party’s 
opponents in the far left and 
security services. These would- 
be wreckers took advantage of 
the fact that, while the case was 
still going on, legal rules meant 
that we were not allowed to 
explain what was going on and 
how we knew we would win in 
the end.

a large part of our campaign 
for the Greater London 
Assembly next year. It's 
not just a defeat for Trevor 
Phillips and his overpaid 
bullies: it's a proper caning! 

Even more important, the 
Judgement in our favour is 
highly critical of the original 
County Court decision of the 
now retired Judge Collins, 
who completely failed to take 
the fundamental human right 
of freedom of association 
and various legal arguments

“The High Court 
judgement is a green light 
to appeal the original 
decision,” according to 
the most senior barrister 
we have involved in the 
case so far. Such an appeal 
might have to go all the way 
to the European Human 
Rights Court, but the law is 
so clearly on our side that 
the outcome could only 
be further humiliation for 
Commissar Phillips. 

Most of all, it should lead 
to an historic judgement, 
securing for the indigenous 
British peoples of our 
islands the absolute right to 
self-association.

Labour Party threats of 
cancelled contracts and 
smashed windows forced a 
hotel in Falkirk to cancel 
a campaign launch press 
conference and black tie 
fund-raising dinner. 

The event had been 
organised by Scotland British 
National Party but was 
stopped by a hate campaign 
headed by Eric Joyce. 
The MP for Falkirk West is 
one of Labour's most 
disgraced expenses fiddlers 
who has managed to hold onto 
his seat. 

Expenses pig Joyce used 
his Twitter page to urge 
supporters to phone the hotel 
manager. Calls received by 
unfortunate members of staff 
included bomb and death 
threats. 

Although the resulting 
loss of the venue was a 
blow, the affair did receive 
coverage on Scottish TV 
and in the papers. In fact, 
the fuss caused by Mr. Joyce 
probably led to more people 


hearing about the British 
National Party standing 
than would have resulted 
had the press conference 
gone ahead. 

“The bullying blew up 
in their bigoted faces in 
financial terms too,” the 
party’s Cumbrian call 
centre manager Jennifer 
Matthys told Freedom. 
“When the news broke, we 
had calls and generous 
donations not just from 
members who had been 
planning to attend the 
dinner, but also from 
sympathetic members of 
the public in Scotland. 

“They were all disgusted 
that, while nearly every 
Labour MP in the country 
was voting to waste billions 
of pounds bombing Libya 
into democracy, one of 
them was doing his best 
to murder democracy in 
Scotland. 

“We still don’t have all the 
money we need to fight our 
full campaign in Scotland, 


but the bullying Mr. Joyce 
certainly got our fund¬ 
raising off to a flying start!” 

Anger over immigration 
fuels bid for Scottish seat 

“With unemployment rising, 
real wages falling and growing

Grooming scandal - MEP exposes 
‘sickening covei^up’ by Home Office 


Thousands of English, Sikh and 
Afro-Caribbean girls, some as 
young as 12, are having their lives 
and families destroyed in what 
senior police officers describe as 
“a tsunami of sexual abuse", but 
nothing is going to be done. 

Despite pledges by the police 
and political elite to get tough 
on these disgusting crimes, 
the ConDem Home Office has 
hamstrung the "investigation" 
into so-called “grooming" by 
announcing from the start that 
it will not find any evidence of 
any religious link. This despite 
the fact that the gangs involved 
come from all over the Third 
World and have only one thing 
in common - Islam. 

The cynical bent investigation 
plans have been exposed by the 
Home Office reply to a Freedom 
of Information request submitted 
by Nick Griffin. This reveals that 


the Politically Correct outcome of 
the Child Exploitation and Online 
Protection Centres inquiry has 
been decided in advance. 

The reply to Mr. Griffins FOI 
request, issued by the Home 
Office Direct Communications 
Unit on 22nd March, proves 
the so-called “inquiry" is in 
fact a pre-judged farce. Despite 
promising that the investigation 
will try to “identify any patterns 
of offending or victimisation", it 
goes on to announce that it will 
find that there are none! 

“Child sexual exploitation 
is not exclusive to any single 
culture, community, race or 
religion - it cuts across all 
communities. Neither can it be 
simplified along ethnic lines 
where the victims constitute one 
ethnicity and offenders another. 

“The Government is 
reassured that the thematic 


assessment will look at child 
sexual exploitation as a whole 
and not as a race-specific issue." 

In other words, the ConDem 
coalition government is 
determined to avoid even 
discussing the link between 
Islam and the brutal, racist 
sexual exploitation of thousands 
of vulnerable children. And 
despite Jack Straw's headline¬ 
grabbing talk about Pakistani 
men passing the victims 
round “like meat", the Labour 
opposition is happy to be part 
of this three monkeys act.

In a speech to MEPs in the 
European Parliament on 24th 
March, Andrew Brons said that 
the adoption of the European 
Stability Mechanism to try to 
save the Euro was bound to fail.

In a briefing prior to his intended 
speech in the European Parliament in 
Strasbourg on EU policy towards Iran, 
Andrew Brons had this to say:

The 
war against Iraq has turned 
that country into one that 
is no more democratic and 
considerably more dangerous 
and socially repressive. 

“We must not allow 
ourselves to be dragged into 
another aggressive war that 
will inflame Muslims at home 
and abroad and kill thousands 
of innocent people."

Not only did we survive the most dangerous assault ever 
launched on a political party in peacetime Britain, we 
also made huge strides forward in no fewer than four key 
fields. Here, one of the lawyers who helped us prepare our 
defences outlines the ways in which the whole case ended 
up benefitting our Cause: 

Goodbye to the ‘racist’ albatross 

The first aim of the Commission’s attack was to sharpen the tension within the party 
over the question of accepting non-indigenous Brits as members. They failed!

Many activists had spoken 
to enough voters to know 
that what was perceived as a 
‘racist’ admissions policy was a 
political albatross around the 
British National Party’s neck. 

Others, equally sincerely, 
looked at how New Labour 
had abandoned its principles 
and lost its way, and were 
determined to keep the 
British National Party as 
a refuge from the wall-to- 


wall multiculturalism that 
has hijacked every other 
institution in the country. 

This was why Equality 
Commissar Simon Woolley 
went on live TV to boast of the 
intention to swamp and destroy 
the British National Party. 
The aim was to split the party 
between ‘fundamentalists’ and 
‘realists’. 

But, having spoken to 
many of those involved and 
read all sorts of blogs during 
my involvement in this case, 
it has become clear to me 
that Woolley and Co. made a 
terrible miscalculation. 


For it is clear that, without 
the CEHR taking away 
your choice, there would, 
sooner or later, have been a 
catastrophic split in the old 
British National Party over the 
issue of non-British members. 
But by leaving the party no 
alternative, by holding a legal 
gun to its head and forcing it to 
open its doors to ‘non-whites’, 
the Commission defused the 
unexploded bomb. 

Faced with the choice 
between destruction and 
having a few Sikh and Christian 
West Indian members, the 
party's Extraordinary General 


Meeting voted overwhelmingly 
to survive. In doing so it also 
preserved party unity, while 
simultaneously cutting the 
rope that held the ‘racist’ 
albatross around itsneck. 

A year down the line, 
the Commission must now 
realise the full extent of their 
mistake. Because, thanks to 
their meddling and the Law 
of Unintended Consequences, 
the British National Party 
can no longer be described 
as ‘racist’. Its membership is 
open to individuals of every 
race, creed and colour, but 
it remains a principled party 


whose Constitution explicitly 
commits it to the preservation 
of the traditional ethnic and 
cultural identities of Britain. 

The party neither 
committed suicide, nor 
abandoned its principles, as 
some panic-stricken faint¬ 
hearts proposed. With hatches 
battened down and a resolute 
captain at the helm, our party 
sailed right through a legal 
hurricane. Now safe in the calm 
waters on the other side, it is 
neither ‘racist’ nor ‘swamped’. 
The British National Party is still 
here is still here for our people, 
in a world where no-one else is. 


No to bankruptcy, yes to a winning team! 


The Commission also aimed 
to bankrupt the party 
and imprison its leaders, 
particularly Nick Griffin. 
Not only did this fail, but in 
the course of its resistance 
to this disgusting plot, the 
British National Party has 
pulled together a formidable 
legal team. This is another 
Unintended Consequence that 
Phillips and his backers must 
now deeply regret. 

It did not happen easily. 
Indeed, the solicitor who 
appeared out of the blue at 
the start of the whole process, 


together with the first barrister 
employed on the case, handled 
things so badly that in

hindsight one has to wonder if 
that was their real job. 

But once the eventual 


winning team was gathered, the 
CEHR s lawyers were fought to 
a standstill and defeated. 

The great news is that this 
winning team is still here, 
still fighting your corner, still 
seeing off threats to the party. 
We might not win every case 
- no lawyer ever does - but 
it is now a matter of public 
record that legal assaults on 
the British National Party can 
prove very costly indeed to the 
aggressors. The motto on the 
famous Tea Party snake banner 
springs to mind: "Don't tread 
on me!”

Right from the start of the 
Commission attack, it was clear 
that they intended to keep on 
coming, to press home their assault 
to the point of destruction. This 
was why, working intensely with 
Mr. Griffin, we totally revamped 
the party's Constitution. 

We were dragged into this fight 
with a well-meant but amateur 
'dominoes club' Constitution. We 
now have a document of similar 
length and sophistication to 
those of the established political 
parties. 

This work had to be done 
at break-neck pace under 
enormous strain, so there are 
inelegancies and typos in the 
resulting 12th Edition. But the 
multiple defences and almost 
limitless flexibility that we built 
into the new document did - and 
must continue to do - their job. 

It was the new Constitution 


that enabled the British National 
Party to survive what was clearly 
the CEHR's game plan right from 
the start. Because after our EGM 
voted to remove the 'directly 
discriminatory' membership 
clauses that were the sole 
subject of the Commission's 
initial complaint, the shockingly 
biased judge at the County 
Court allowed them to amend 
their claim, without notice, and 
pursue the party for alleged 
indirect discrimination. 

If the party had followed 
the advice of those who simply 
wanted to tinker with the old 
constitution, it would have been 
impossible to get out of this trap, 
because the required change 
would have taken the best part of 
a year. But Version 12 was created 
with just such a threat in mind, 
and gives the elected leader the 
power to turn on a sixpence.

Just imagine the horror of 
the CEHR's lawyers when Mr. 
Griffin boldly sidestepped their 
new attack and the bias of Judge 


Collins simply by taking a pen 
from his pocket and disabling the 
'offending' clause! 

Their frustration was clearly 
shown when the main prosecution 
QC rushed across the court to Mr. 
Griffin and, hissing with hatred, 
told him that he couldn't change 
the Constitution in this way and 
that, if he did, they would have 
him thrown in prison. 

Having been deeply involved 
in writing the new document, 
however, Mr. Griffin was rightly 
confident He quietly told the 
bullying barrister that his members 
had indeed given him the right to 
get the party out of the CEHR's 
legal killing field, and that this was 
exactly what he had just done! 

So the new, serious party 
Constitution is now in place. It 
is essentially a contract between 
the party and its members, and 
it has been written primarily by 


an expert in English contract law. 
That's why parts of it are not easy 
to read, because serious level law - 
and the serious level of protection 
it brings - never is. 

Some of its apparently most 
obscure clauses are in fact 'poison 
pills', the legal devices also inserted 
in the Articles of business concerns 
to protect them from hostile 
takeover bids by financial predators. 
Thanks to the CEHR's folly, these 
now protect our party too. 

In the months ahead, we 
will be working to simplify the 
Constitution wherever possible, 
and to build on the good work 
already done, fiirther protecting the 
party against the future threats that 
we know will come from a frustrated 
Establishment The irony is that 
had the Equality Commission not 
attacked in the first place, none of 
this would have been done. Another 
own goal for Trevor Phillips! 


A victory for all our People 



Before the CEHR's attack on 
the British National Party, there 
was no recognition in law of the 
existence of the British nations 
as ethnic groups. As a result, it 
was impossible for a member 


of a British nation, such as the 
English, to seek the protection 
of the anti-discrimination laws. 

Thanks to the CEHR's botched 
attack on this party, this injustice 
has ended. The Powers That 
Be have not stated this openly, 
but it is the unavoidable legal 
consequence of their own actions. 

Put simply, the reason is 
that ‘discrimination' on ethnic 
grounds can only be proven by 
accepting that there are two 
different ethnic groups being 
compared and treated differently. 

So in order to claim in law 
that the British National Party 


was discriminating against 
non-British ethnics, they 
had to accept that we were 
discriminating in favour of 
members of the British ethnic 
groups (English, Scottish, Welsh, 
Irish and Northern Irish). And 
in order to do that, the CEHR 
had implicitly to accept that 
those British groups are indeed 
defined by ethnic origin. 

Up until then, they denied the 
indigenous peoples of our islands 
the protection of discrimination 
law by classifying us all merely 
as 'white' - a category that is 
not protected in any way. We 


were legally invisible in our own 
country! We didn't exist. 

In the long-run, apart from 
simply having survived an 
attack that was meant to destroy 
you, your great achievement 
in this epic battle against the 
Equality bigots is to have forced 
from them this legally binding 
recognition of the existence of 
the British, English etc. as ethnic 
groups for the purposes of the 
law. Thanks to your resistance, 
and the CEHR's mistake, we are 
no longer a non-people. 

This is not an academic 
point: it gives our people huge 


potential power. Now we exist, 
the CEHR have a legal duty to 
look after our interests. So too 
do Local Education Authorities, 
councils, quangos, the Charity 
Commission and so on. And 
when the bureaucrats who run j 
the multicultural 'British' state 
ignore that duty, individuals, 
families and community groups 
now have the right to seek 
Judicial Review and to sue our 
masters for dereliction of duty. 

It may well take years for this 
new approach to bear fruit, but 
when it does happen, it will be 
thanks to you - and Trevor Phillips!

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SPECIAL REPORT: A nation on the dole 


The number of Britons out of work continues to rise inexorably, as we pay for the 
bankers’ recession. Most worryingly, the number of young Britons unemployed 
is now at record levels. Once again, as under Thatcher, the Establishment is 
blighting the future of an entire generation. In this Freedom special feature, 
we look at the problem, the causes and what we would do about it. 



Unemployment in Britain is 
spiralling out of control. 

In the three months to the 
end of December, the latest 
figures available from the 
Office for National Statistics 
(ONS) show that the number 
out of work rose by 44,000 to 
almost 2.5 million, making the 
unemployment rate 7.9%. 

The number of people 


claiming Jobseeker’s Allowance 
increased by 2,400 in January 
to 1.46 million. The number 
of people in part-time work 
because they could not find a 
full-time job rose by 44,000 to 
1.19 million, the highest figure 
since records began nearly 
twenty years ago. 

The number of people 
unemployed for more than a 
year rose by 17,000 to a total 
of 833,000. 

The problem is worst for 
our young people, the future 
of our nation. Nine hundred 
and sixty-five thousand 
people aged under 25 are 
out of work. That’s more than 
one in five of that age group 
and the highest, again, since 


records began. 

A total of 938,000 of 
16-24-year-olds in England 
alone were not in education, 
employment or training, left 
with no job and few prospects. 
That was in December last 
year, and it’s getting worse all 
the time. 

, Youth 
unemployment 
especially is a 
criminal waste 

From those leaving school 
at sixteen, to graduates, there 
are no jobs. Many graduates 
have been conned into taking 


on huge debts to obtain 
degrees which are of little use 
in the job market, thanks to 
the last Labour Government’s 
policy of trying to send 50% 
of young people to university, 
regardless of whether it did 
them any good or led to any 
hope of a job. 

The Coalition Government’s 
response to youth unemployment 
has been to make it even worse, 
adding to the terrible waste of 
having so many young people 
with no experience of work 

They axed the Education 
Maintenance Allowance 
study support grant for low- 
income students in England, 
and the Future Jobs Fund, 
which was used to fund 


temporary employment for 
18-24-year-olds in England, 
Scotland and Wales who have 
been out of work for more 
than six months. 

The result is that young 
people are left to a life on the 
dole with no qualifications, 
have no prospect of getting 
any and hence of ever getting 
off it. 

Older workers in once-proud 
British trades like mining, 
shipbuilding, car making and 
engineering, which have all 
been wrecked by cheap foreign 
imports, will never work again. 
Younger workers may never work 
at all. 

That’s the reality of Britain 
today - a nation on the dole. 


OUR ANSWER: British Nationalism 

Internationalism and the globalised bankers’ free market got us into this mess. 
Nationalism alone will get us out of it, by addressing the root causes. 



The common sense policies of a British National Party 
Government will rebuild British industry and bring back jobs 


First, and immediately, 
we will divert foreign aid 
money from foreigners to 
Britons by scrapping the 
almost £10-billion-per-year 
Overseas Development budget 
that the Tories inherited from 
Labour and refuse to cut. 

This is British taxpayers’ 
money, and we will invest it 
in rebuilding British industry 
and education and saving the 
NHS hospitals and essential 
services. This alone would 
be enough to stave off many 
public service cuts and job 
losses. 

We would also withdraw 
from the European Union, 
which would enable us to 
protect British jobs from cut- 
price immigrant labour. Many 
of these job-stealers now come 
from Eastern Europe and so 
cannot be stopped by any 
measure passed by any British 
Government whilst we are still 
subject to Brussels. 

Hundreds of thousands 
of jobs now done by migrant 
workers would become 
available to Britons, who 
would not be paid any more 
welfare benefits if they refused 
to take them. 

Withdrawing from the 
EU would also enable us to 


protect our fish stocks from 
foreign plundering. This would 
give us a prosperous fishing 
industry once more, creating 
many jobs in, and 
restoring pride 
and purpose to, 
depressed coastal 
communities. 

Finally, it would 
reduce Government 
expenditure currently siphoned off 
in tribute to Brussels. 

More fundamentally, we 
would work to free Britain from 
the global banking and finance 
system that caused the current 
recession. If we were not part 
of a global economy, we would 


not be in a global recession, 
nor would we be in hock to the 
global money markets. The one 
area where we would gladly seek 


massive job losses is among the 
speculators and parasites in 
the City of London, as well as 
amongst bankers, who would 
get no bonuses in our Britain. 

The parasitic banking 
system which corrupts the 
economy by creating money 


out of nothing as interest- 
bearing credit would be made 
the servant of the nation, not 
its master. The right to cre¬ 
ate the Nation’s credit will 
be restored to the elected 
and sovereign government. 
Money will be created by de¬ 
cree - exactly as the Govern¬ 
ment is now doing by “Quan¬ 
titative Easing” - and spent 
into the economy debt- and 
interest-free to fund massive 
investment in revitalising 
British manufacturing and 
infrastructure. 

New technology using 
light, strong carbon fibres 
will revitalise the British mo¬ 
tor industry and build a new 
generation of trains to ex¬ 

pand and fully electrify our 
rail network, 
whilst creating 
jobs once more 
in areas such as 
the West Mid¬ 
lands. 

Our Britain 
will base her power generation 
and fuel on our still-abundant 
coal reserves and on ultra-safe 
molten salt nuclear reactors, 
rather than imported oil and 
gas. 

Mines shut down by 

Thatcher will reopen, and the 


proud working communities 
of which they were the 
heart will live once more, 
each community sharing 
ownership in their mine as 
part of the wide replacement 
of ownership of workplaces 
by speculators through 
shareholding by ownership 
directly by their workforces 
(as exemplified by high-street 
success story the John Lewis 
Partnership). 

Agriculture will be 
reborn as family farms are 
recreated to feed Britain, her 
population allowed to adjust 
by natural demographic 
processes, combined with 
immigration controls, to a 
lower level that our land can 
sustain to feed. 

The long-term aim is to 
free our country and our 
people from the international 
money machine that has 
ground us all down and 
now spits millions out onto 
the dole while bleeding 
our economy to death. We 
will build in its place an 
independent, self-sustaining 
national economy, insulated 
from the shocks and chaos 
of the speculator-run global 
market. An economy run by 
Britons, for Britons.

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Where have all the jobs gone? 

Freedom looks at three of the main ways the Political Elite have let us all down: 


1 The Bankers’ Recession 

The short-term cause of Britain's 
unemployment crisis is the 
bankers' recession. The collapse 
in the globalised free trade 
economy, on which successive 
Tory and Labour regimes have 
made Britain dependent, is 
dragging British industry and 
commerce down with it. In 
turn, tax revenues to the public 
purse have been drastically cut, 
resulting in huge job losses, with 
even more to come. 

The figures speak for 
themselves. If the unemployment 
statistics for the last quarter of 
2008 - when the disintegration 
in a sea of financial fraud and 
bad debt of much of Wall Street 
and the City had yet to hit 
ordinary folk - are compared 
with those of the last quarter of 
2010, the latest available, they 
make grim reading. 


Well, the British National Party 
would, and a lot of greedy 
bankers would be paying a lot 
of extra tax! 

2 Public Sector Cuts 

The public sector has been hit by 
two factors, one an effect of the 
bankers' recession and the other 
an effect of the international 
financial system that caused the 
bankers’ recession. 

The first factor is that, as the 
bankers' bust caused firms to 
collapse or lay off workers, tax 
receipts to fund the public sector 
dried up. Bankrupt companies 
and unemployed workers no 
longer pay direct taxes. People 
on the dole can't afford to buy as 
much. So there is a drop in the 
amount the State can get from 
them through indirect taxes like 
VAT and fuel duty. 

This in turn worsened the

Overall, unemployment rose by 
nearly a quarter as the bankers' 
recession hit. Nearly 2.5 million 
are now officially unemployed, 
but millions more are jobless, 
though 'disguised' as long-term 
sick or similar to fiddle the 
figures down. School-leavers and 
workers in their peak productive 
years between the ages of 25 
and 49 were worst hit, with their 
unemployment rate shooting up 
by nearly a third. 

Thanks to their clout with 
their friends and puppets in the 
political elite, the one group 
unaffected by what some call the 
Banksters' Bust are the bankers 
and City speculators who caused 
it all in the first place. 

After a brief lull, when media 
coverage of the disasters 
caused by their greed was at 
its height, bankers’ bonuses 
are back with a shocking 
bang. Predictably, after a bit of 
posturing and empty rhetoric, 
the ConDem Government has 
done nothing to put this right? 


second factor. The Government, 
both the last one and the current 
one, has been forced to fund 
public spending by borrowing 
on the international money 
markets, saddling us all with 
enormous interest payments. 

As a result, the Government 
has to fund current public 
spending by borrowing even 
more from global bankers, piling 
up ever-bigger debts and interest 
payments until the country 
heads for bankruptcy. This was 
the last Labour Government's 
policy. 

Spending has to be cut 
drastically, as the Tory/LibDem 
coalition is doing, further 
reducing tax revenue as huge 
numbers are thrown on the dole. 
According to the Confederation 
of British Industry, this has 
probably already cost more than 
a million jobs. 

Labour's plan adds to our 
debts, while the ConDems' 
cuts income. Both therefore 
make the problem of the State's 


expenditure exceeding its 
income worse. 

The Government intends to 
reduce central funding to local 
authorities, which provide most 
local services, by 28% over the 
next four years. The result is 
cuts in services and massive 
redundancies. 

Some of the cuts may well cost 
lives, with jobs lost across almost 
every local authority Fire Service. 

The National Health Service 
was supposed to be 'ring-fenced' 
against cuts, yet more than 
50,000 NHS jobs will be lost 
across the UK over the next 
five years. Sadly, most of these 
will be in frontline services, 
with the overpaid bureaucrats 
who impose the cuts doing 
everything they can to protect 
their own departments. 

Meanwhile, despite growing 
overstretched thanks to 
Cameron's obsession with 
poking his nose into other 
peoples' business, our Armed 
Forces are to be reduced by 
17,000 over the next four years. 
In the same period, the police 
face some 28,000 job cuts. 

The only spending the 
Government isn't cutting 
is the only one that doesn't 
help anyone in Britain at all. 
The Overseas Development 
foreign aid budget - a racket 
whereby money is transferred 
from poor people in rich 
countries to rich people 
in poor countries - is now 
running at £9.1 billion a year. 

That's TWICE the cut being 
made in central government 
funding to local councils, and 
Cameron aims to increase it 
year on year! It's YOUR money 
he's giving away! What would 
you do with it? 

3 Internationalism 
& Globalism 

Apart from the bankers' crisis 
and government cuts, the 
internationalist policies of Tory, 
Labour and LibDem alike make 
the job loss crisis even worse in 
several ways: 

• Immigration: British 

workers have to compete for 
jobs with workers from low- 
pay Eastern Europe. Britain's 
biggest retail employer, Tesco, 
has admitted to recruiting staff 
from Slovakia to work in its 
British stores. 

• European Union: Brussels 
bureaucracy is costing 
British jobs. A quarter of the 
whole workforce at a major

Aberdeenshire fish processing 
firm were laid off last month 
due to Brussels's fishing quota. 
Peterhead-based Fresh Catch 
said it had been badly hit by a 
95% cut this year in the blue 
whiting quota imposed by 
the EU on British fishermen 
to allow foreign fishermen to 
keep taking our fish. 

Bureaucrats slash 
frontline services 


In addition, the vast amounts 
of red tape imposed on us by 
Brussels is strangling Small and 
Medium Enterprises, costing 
billions and destroying jobs. 

• Globalised Free Market: 

Capitalism leaves profitable 
British firms vulnerable to 
foreign multinationals, which 
buy them up, asset-strip them 
and shut them down. 

This is what happened to the 
Cadbury chocolate factory in 
Bristol, which was shut down with 
the loss of 400 jobs in January. 


All US-based multinational Kraft 
wanted was profitable Cadbury 
brand names like Dairy Milk and 
Double Deckers, which they can 
make cheaper elsewhere in their 
worldwide empire. 

This is what has led to the 
virtual deindustrialisation of 
Britain. Once the 'Workshop 
of World’, we scarcely make 
anything any more. 

• Global Wanning Scam: 

Taxes and subsidies for near¬ 
useless 'alternative' energy 
systems like wind farms, and 
'climate change mitigation' 
hand-outs to rich developing 
countries like China and India, 
are now costing Britain £18 
billion per year. That's a lot of 
money to give away on account 
of a load of dodgy dossiers and 
manipulated statistics. 

But the political elite like 
the 'climate change' story 
because it's a great excuse to tax 
and control ordinary people, 
and because a 'global problem 
needs a global solution'. It's not 
really about polar bears - it's 
about power!

Time to end misguided cult of Multi-Culturalism
